COWS, 


The TTse of the Brnah Upon Them Stronglj 


Recommended. 


Few person* consider the-skin as 


excretory organ. It 19 «upposed 
—by those who thiffk at all—merely a 
protecting covering for the muse tea 
and animal framei, and eotuething for 
the outer protective coat of hair, or^nr, 
or wool, or feathers, to grow upon. 
But the skin is really the. most impor- 
tant outlet for tho waste matter of the 
whole body of an animal. 
It is by no 


means a tight covering, but contains 
myriads of pores or openings, through 
which watery vapor escapes, and with 
which also escapes a large quantity ot 
impure matter from the blood. 
At 


times the skin discharges a largo quan- 
tity of liquid matter, which we call 
perspiration, and it is always discharg- 
ing moisture, which escapes insensibly. 
At,' least, the skin does this when in a 
healthful condition, nnd when this ex- 
cretion stops, it is an indication that 
something is wrong. Besides this, tha 
skin in constantly changing its sub- 
stance; the outer portions scale off, or 
exfoliate, while it is renewed from 
within; so that in course of a shorS 
time the whole skin wears away and is 
renewed. Where tho skin is covered 
with hair these scales are apt to gather 
and with tho perspiration to become 
compacted into a mass, stopping tho 
pores and 
preventing 
the escape 


of the waste matter, which being 
retained in the blood, does much 
harm. For these reasons, constant at- 
tention should bo given to the skin; 
brushing it, botli to remove the ex- 
foliated matter and the dried perspira- 
tion, and to excite it to a healthful ac- 
tion, should not bo neglected. Horses, 
as a rule, are fairly well attended to, 
becausu it is a custom to curry and 
brush them regularly. 
But in many 


cases, they are not sufficiently cleaned; 
cousL'<|uently their health is impaired. 
The skin becomes clogged, and tho 
perspiration is retained in tho blood, 
producing more or less blood-poison- 
ing, 
which may result in n variety of 


disorders, at times producing farcy, 
which ends in glanders. At best, tho 
coat becomes harsh, dry, and stariug; 
the skin is light, or, as it is called, 
"hide-bound,'' and becomes irritated, 
producing itching, with perhaps thu 
lo.-js of hair. 
Eruptions on the skin, 


and piraplos, atxl perhaps tLo well- 
known "scratches'' result from the ro- 
teniion of these impure matters. 
To 


avoid all these troubles, tho horso 
should be thoroughly brushed with n 
still', 
clean brush, for at least ten 


minutes, morning and rrfght; and in 
tho summer, when perspiration is pro- 
fuse, tho slciu should be sponged, or 
washed down with a wisp of wet 
straw, and then nibbed dry, before it 
is brushed. 


Hut few farmers ever think it neccs- 


sarv that a cow should be curried. 
"What' currv a cow!' Never hearn tell 
of suoh a thing!" 
But a cow needs it 


even more than ahorse; and for several 
reasons, 
A cow, whose milk is used 


for food, unless she has a perfectly 
clean skin, can not give clean milk, and 
then tho butter will be bad. The skin 
should bo in a perfectly healthful con- 
dition, and the blood pure, or the milk 
will lie impure and unhealthlul, and 
the butter or cheeso will bo tainted. 
Neither cleanliness nor healthfulness 
can be secured without regular brush- 
ing of the bkin and tho removal of all 
the filth which Trill gather upon ill-lcept 
cows. This should be done before tho 
cows arc milked, morning nnd even- 
ing. 
The, morning cleaning should bo 


a thorough one; a simple brushing, to 
remove dint and loose hairs, will be 
sullicient for the evening. It will help 
very much for both horses and cows to 
have the stables so floored that tho ani- 
mals can be kept from fouling them- 
selves. — Amcricun Agriculturist.

WHITNEY WORRIED. 


The Secretary of the Navy Goes 


to the Attorney-General 


for Advice. 


He Has Found Oat That the Dolphin Is 


"No Better Than She Ought 


to Be," 


And Wants to Know "What the Gov- 


ernment Is Going to Do 


About It." 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 19.—The 


Secretary of the Navy yesterday trans- 
mitted to the Attorney-General a copy of 
the report ot the Board -which recently 
examined the new dispatch steamer Dol- 
phin, with a request that the Attorney- 
General advise him what, upon the law 
applicable to the case, is nl9 'duty in the 
premises. The Board, in their report, 
consider three general subjects: speed, 
strength and general workmanship. 


First, us to speed—The Board says the 


law authorizing the construction of the 
Dolphin called for a "sea speed ot fifteen 
knots per hour," and adds: "That a 
boat of her sl/.o should possess this 
requisite speed, it is absolutely indis- 
pensable that she should have great 
strength and stiffness. 
That the Dolphin 


has

her

re-quired 


under the conditions she must be pre- 
pared to meet, admits of no doubt in 
the opinion of the board." They say 
that Jiiring her trial trips, undermost 
favorable conditions in smooth water 
the speed attained was not in excess 
of f,fiocu knots per hour, a result very 
far from promising a like speed on the 
sea under conditions she must always bu 
ready to meet in actual service. 


As to strength it seems from the re- 


port thai the evidence upon .Lbia subject 
is somewhat meager, and rests cousider- 
:in!v upnii opinion iu the absence of a 
hUilicicnl sc:i trial. The opinion is that 
ili>: Dolphin Ii:i9 not the requisite stiff- 
ness. This is based on observation ol 
vibration of the ship when underway, 
and tin: yielding observed in her floors, 
and the effect of an unequal load as seen 
when a small quantity of pig Iron was 
loaded on her forward, causing her ma- 
chinery to get out of line and her journal 
to heat. The last two trials, according 
to the report, were accomplished only 
with streams of water pouriiiz upon her 
journals (Hiring the trip. 
These facts 


weein to irdicate to tbe Board grout 
structural weakness, to what extent only 
a Riil!icient sea tiial w i l l demonstrate. 


The general workmanship and finish of 


the Dolphin is criticised by the Board, 
but the contractor has beon steadily at 
work at this, and has made the Dolphin a 
much better ship than the Board found 
her on their tlrst inspection. 


Secretary Whitney, in submitting this 


mailer to the Attorney-General, observed 
that the Government is not securing 
ivhat i: expected and had a right to ex- 
pect from the construction of tlilf) vessel, 
and asks whether the Department has in 
the matter a bad bargain, simply, which, 
as between contracting parties, it must 
stand to, or has it a broken contract en- 
titling it to insist upon something better?

THE WABASH-ALUQDLKT. 


U. S. Deputy Marshal Hill ana His Au 


thortty—No Trouble Yet. 


So far there is nothing new in Decatar 


with reference to the trouble with the 
Wabash shop men about hours of worl 
and the reduction ot expenses. When 
the 00 men in the machinery departmen 
were laid off for an indefinite perioc 
about 30 Knights of Labor quit work o 
their own accord because their shopmates 
were relieved from further duty. There 
are now all told about 200 men at work 
in the Deoatur shops, and so far there 
hae been no interference from outsiders 
with their employment. 


Fearing trouble the Wabash receivers 


Messrs. Humphrey and Tuttfl, applied to 
Judge Treat, of the United States court 
for means of protection of property, anc 
on their petition a number of United 
States deputy marshals huve been ap- 
pointed to protect and guard the property 
of the company. Mr. J. E. Hill, of Spring- 
field, is here with 10 assistant marshals 
who are on duty, ready for service if the 
order of the court is violated. The fol- 
lowing is a copy of the closing portion ol 
tho order of the United States court 
which is the authority of tho deputy 
marshals now at the shops: 


"And that said marshal be directed to 


appoint a sufiioient number of deputies, 
and that they guard and protect the com- 
pany's property from injury and prevent 
all interference with tho work in the shopp, 
or with the running or operation of any 
of the trains and that they arrest and 
bring before the court all persons at- 
tempting to injure any of the property of 
said company, or who may interfere with 
the working of the shops or the running 
of trains in said Southern District of Illi- 
nois, and that the expenses of said service 
be paid by said receivers." 


If necessary, Mr. Hill con commission 


a hundred or more men to guard tbe 
property and arrest men who may violate 
tho above order. 
Notices are posted 


about the shops warning trespassers 
to keep away from the buildings and oil 
tho grounds, and setting forth that any 
interference whatever with the men ut 
work will bo deemed contempt of court. 
During the strike at Hannibal two men 
were arrested for contempt. Their ofl'enae 
was going to men on engines and making 
this request: "For the sake of your fam- 
ly and our own, wo politely request you 
.0 take that engine back to thel'shop." 
The men wore arrested c.iid taken to St. 
Louis, where Judge Brewer committed 
ihem to jiiil for 00 days. 


There is no immediate prospect of 


rouble here, though there are many ru- 
mors nllout as to possible interference 
with the movement of all trains, except 
mail trains.

kept getting his mo-ster in trouble bv 
binding books in wrong colors. 


Many ladies report that when work- 


ing with colored worsteds they ruu^t 
have thcski'ius marked. 


A post-otlice clerk in Prussia wa1- 


found to be constantly in trouble with 
the stamps. 
Sometimes he had more 


money than the stamps sold for were 
worth, at other times less. It was at 
length discovered that he could not tell 
red stamps from green. 


A sea captain who used to work em- 


broidery when time lay hea-vv on his 
hands lost all appreciation for colors 
by overtasking his eyes and was after- 
wards unable to distinguish red worsted 
from green. 


An amusing story is told of Dalton, 


the celebrated English chemist. 
He 


was a Quaker, and although about to 
be presented at court, was unwilling to 
wear the scarlet robo of a doctor ol 
civil lawa, as scarlet 13 forbidden to 
Quakers. 
But Dalton was color blind, 


and when offered the scarlet robe ho 
was unable to see anything strange in 
it, and not only wore it at court but 
also on the street for three or four 
days, until his Quaker brothers in con- 
versation expressed their horror at see- 
ing him so attired. Dalton • was eo 
chagrined that it is said ho burned the 
robe. 


Color blindness has been found very 


common among sailors and sea cap- 
tains. Prof. Holmgren found, out of 
4,000 Swedish sailors, nLnety-foor color 
blind, and this is about an average of 
this disease, found in the examinations 
of pilots in this country.

The Evolution In Wrltlnff Utensils Which 


Ilomiltod ii> Tlioir Invontlon. 


In the day1) 
of parchment 
und 


papyrus, pens woro unknown because 
i here was no m cd for them. The ink 
\MI-> thick then as printing ink now is, 
and a brush was the thing with which 
to apply the ink to llio parchment. 
To 
the present day tho Chinese still 


use a brush for this purpose, as also do 
mobt of the Oriental nations. But tho 
invention of paper necessitated more 
delicate touches than could have been 
made with a brush, and the first effort 
to meet the need was a split reed. 
For 


a long time this answered the purpose 
but when gre xter nicety was demanded 
the goose-quill was pres.-ed into ser 
vice, and for ages supplied tho de- 
niar.d. 
During the last century, many 


etlorts were made to improve on the 
'luill, the necessity of constantly mend- 
ing it being found a drawback to its 
use, but all weie unavailing 
The at- 


tempts were principally directed to 
luting the po'nts with M>me substance 
harder than tho quill. »o that mending 
would not be needed, points of steel, 
copper, agate and even diamond and 
ruby being tried, but all to no purpose.

gave more HexibJlity. 1 tnprovcinentg 
in machinery reduced the selling price 
sn th.it he was able to sell those three- 
slit pens for a'bout forty dollars n gross 
Jt is worthy of note that a better article 
ol pen is now made and sold for twen 
f,-livo rents a gross than could then bo 
made tor fort v dollars, the difference 
being in the perfection of the machin- 
ery, calling for less attention from tho 
men employed. The cheaper pens ar 
made entirely by machinery,but the~i)et- 
ter grades ai e made partly by hand, ami 
H i s computed that tho various manu- 
facturers lurn out every year about 
four bundled million pens, to be useil 
oneo or twice and UKMI thrown away. 
The process of manufacture is exceed- 
ingly interesting, and tho persons em- 
ployed in slitting the pens by ham 
iiecj'iiiro wonderful -kill, .so that a quick 
cutter will shape fifteen Ihotisnnd pen 
in a day, and a ^jod slitter will euithe 
sliK in 
1 wenry-oighl 
thousand.—Ft.
